The weather 
must be carefully studied, for if thereis too 
rauch moistare in the air when itis pressed 
it will mould, and the same will happen i 
too much moisture is sprinkled upon it for 
the purpose of opening the loaf. Again, if 
it is overdt ied in the oven itwill tura cri p, 
and will nip the tongue in smoking. It is 
by careful attention to all these pointsthat 
the “Myrtle Navy” has bees brought to 
such perfection.

The leaf must be care 
fully uttended to for months after it leave 
th planter’s hand It must neither dry to 
quickly or too slowly. Even after t has 
reached the factory the utmost delicacy of 
manipulation is required. The weather 
must Se carefully studied, for if thereis too 
much moi-ture in the air when itis pressed 
it wll mould, and the same will happen i 
too much moisture is sprinkled upon it for 
the purpose of opening the leaf Again, if 
it 18 overdred in the oven it will tura ¢ risp, 
and will nip the tongue in smoking. It 1s 
by careful attention to all these points that 
the “Myrtle Navy” has bees brought to 
such perfoction. The firm who manufac 
ture it have their own storehouses in Vir 
ginia, and from the leafleaves the planter’s 
hands until it is turned out of the factory 
months afterwards, in plugs, it is under the 
 cé of thoir skilledand trusted employees.

Some years 9go yougavea cup calledthe 
“Fisher Cup" to be subject to chal enge 
by sloop yachts belonging to any regularly 
organized Yacht Club of first or second 
class as measured by Chicago Yacht Club 
measurement, subject to certain conditions 
which were appended to the then rules of 
the Chicago Yacht Club. 

You will remember this cup came to the 
possession of the sloop yacht ‘*Atalanta’’ 
of Belleville. Shortly alter her return 
home the “Norah” challenged her, but 
the ‘‘Atalanta’”’ would not sail us and the 
cup cameto us andsincsthen the ‘‘Norah” 
has held it. 

The “Atalanta” alterwards challenged, 
but did nct come to time, and last year 
the “ White Wings” went through the 
same performance, and although we went 
to some $300 and upwards expenses she 
failed to come to time. 

The object of my writing to you i; th’s * 

I think the conditions on which the cup 
is held should be amended in several re- 
spects. For instance, the time betwen 
the challenge and the sailing shovld be at 
least 20 clear days and let the time for 
challenge be extended from the Ist of 
| June to the last of September ; the time 

within which a challenge shall be accept- 
jed to be 15 days afterits receipt by the 
owner of the yacht challenged, but in case 
of any challenge the parties by agreement 
may fix the time for the race as may be 
agreed upon, 

The course to be at least 36 miles and

in the disaster at St. Gervais de les Bains 
yesterday morning was continued to-day, 
The bodies of those already recovered are 
torn and mangled most horribly, In many 
casos the hoads were torn from the bodies, 
while in others the arms and legs had been 
cut off by the sharp rocks or huge masses of 
ice that had passed over them. Again somo 
bodies were found that had been crushed 
out of all semblance to humanity, Th Ww 
at St. Gorvais is indeed a most heartcending 
one. Wheu the glacier slid down into t 

Ben Nant, on which mountain stream St. 
Gorvais do les Bains is situated, the current 
Was dammed aud the water rose rapidly be- 
hind the huge wall of ice. Finally the 
pressure became so great that the dam was 
Fekou; and then roaring, grinding and 
crushing the inmenso volume of water and 
tremendous masses of ice started down tho 
ravine. Many of the victims were over 
taken in their sleep and instantly swept in- 
to the torrent, where they were drowned 
and their bodies attacweands mutilated by 
the floating debris or by being crushed. Of 
the 57 employed in the baths only 9 were 
saved alive, and 7 of these are sevorely in- 
jured. Among the ‘victims was a Dano, 
who escaped from the terrible explosion in 
tho steamer Mont Blanc at Ouchy, on the 
Lake of Geneva, last Saturday, when 26 per- 


otrengtheu the | sons were killed. 


Atthe hamlet of Bionasy, which was 
swept out of existence by the sliding gla- 
cier, 35 persons were killed, 

Arrangements are now being made for 
the funerals, Subscriptions aro being 
raised for the sufferers, and it is hoped a 
largo sum will bo raised, as many women 
and children have been deprived of support, 
Some marvelous escapes are reported, 
Fifteen persons who were staying at the 
baths wero saved by the presence ot mind 
of the resident physician, who, hearing the 
roar of the coming water aud debris, open- 
ed the doors of the rooms nearest to him 
and called to the oceupants to flee for their 
lives. The physician led them throigh a 
Window and up the mountain side to a 
place of safety, Tho hair dressers at the 
baths hastily improvised a bridge across the 
Bon Nant, and on this 20 persons crossed 
and reached sheltered spot, from which 
they were afterwards rescued.

‘The rioters, 
flushed with their success at the octroi offi- 
ces, made an attack upon the town hall and 
carried it by storm. The mayor fled, but 
was wounded by the rioters, The mob 
took full possession of the building, forced 
open the safeaand destroyed many docu 
ments. The police were powerless and the 
troops wero called upon to suppress the dis- 
ordors. The riotora showed an iuclination 
to resist the soldiers, but the latter fired 
upon them, killing sevoral and wounding 
many others,

of cvorlasting wish thia im ri 
that Toould bring Heaven from tho list of 
intangiblos, and make it seem to you aa it 
really is—the great fact in all history, the 
dopot of all ages, the parlor of God's uni- 
vorae, 

‘This account in ay text gives a pictuce of 
heaven as itis ona holiday. Now if a man 
eamo to New York for the firat time on the 
day that Kossuth arrived from Hungary, 
and he saw the arches lifted, and the flowers 
tlung in the streets, and he heard the guns 
booming, he would have been very foolish 
to suppose that that was the ordinary ap- 
pearance of the city, While heaven is al- 
ways grand and always beautiful, I think 
that my text speaka of a gala day in heaven, 

It is o time of great celobration—perhaps 
of the birth or the resurrection of Jesus; 
perhaps of the downfall of some despotism ; 
perhaps because of the rushing in of tho 
millennium, I know not what; but it does 
seem to me in reading this passage os if it 
were & holiday in Heaven {ter this I be- 
held, and, lo, a great multitude, which no 
man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood 
before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed in white robes, and palms in their 
hands; and cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God whieh sitteth upon tho 
throne, and unto the Lamb.” 

I shall speak to you of the glorified in 
Heavens ther number, their antecedents, 
their dress, their symbols, and their song, 
But how shall I begin by telling you of the 
numbers of those in Heaven? have seen 
a curious estimate by an ingenious man who 
calculates how long the world was going to 
last, and how many people there are in cach 
generation, and then sums up the whole 
matter, and says he thinks there will be 
twenty-seven trillions of souls in glory. I 
naye no faith in his estimate, t simply 
take the plain announcement of the text— 
itis “a great multitude, which no man can 
number.” 

Eyery few years in this country we take 
a census of the population, any it is very 
easy to te how many people there are in 
a city or a natiog swat who shall give the 
census of the great nation of the saved? 
It is quite easy to tell how many people 
there are in different denominations of 
Christians—how many Baptista and Me- 
thodists and Episcopalians and Prest 
terians ; of allthe denominations of Chris- 
tians we could make an estimate, Suppose 
they were gathered in one great audience 
room; how overwhelming the spectacle | 
Butit would give no idea of the great au- 
dicnce room of heaven—the multitudes that 
bow down and that lift up their hosannas, 
Why, they come from all the chapels, from 
all the cathedrals, from all sects, from al 
ages ; they.who prayed in splendid liturg 
and those who in broken sentences utt 
the wish of broken hearts—from Grace 
Church and Sailor’s Bethel, from under the 
shapeless rafters and from under high- 
sprung arch—‘“‘a great multitude, that no 
man can number.” 

One of the most impressive things I have 
looked upon is an army. Standing upon 
a hillside you see forty thousand or fifty 
thousand men pass along. You can hard- 


ly imagine the impression if you have not | 


actually felt it. But you may take all 
the armies that the earth has ever seen— 
the legions under Sennacherib and Cyrus 
and Gwsar, Xerxes dnd Alexander and 
Napoleon, and all onr modern forces and 
put them in one great array, and then on 
some swift steed you may ride along the line 
and review the troops; and that accumu- 
lated host from all ages seems like a half- 
formed regiment compared with the great 
array of the redeaied! 


T stood one day at Williamsport, and saw 
on the opposite side of the Potomac the for- 
ces coming down, regiment after 
and brigade after brigade, It se 
though there waa no end to the procession. 
But now let-me take the field An of St. 
John and look off amang the host of Heaven 

-thousands upon thousands, ten thousand 
times ten thousand, one hundred and forty 
and four thousand, and thousands of thou- 
sands, until I put down the field-glass and 
say, “I cannot estimate it—a great multi- 
tude that no man can number.” 


You may tax your imagination, and tor- 
ture your ingentity, and break down your 
powers of calculation in attempting to ex- 
press the multitudes of the released from 
earth and the enraptured of Heaven, and 
talk of hundreds of hundre of thousands 
of thousands of thousand 
millions of millions ; until your head aches 
and your heart faints, and exhausted and 


overburdened you exclaim ; “I cannot count 
them—a great multitude that no man can 
number,” 

But my subject advances and tells you of 
their antecedents, ‘of all nations ana kin 
dreds and tongues.”

THE LEARNED SHOEMAKER. 


Death of Thomas Cooper, Chartist, Anthor 
and Leoturer, 


Loxpow, July 18:—Thomas Cooper, the 
Chartist, is dead. 

He was born in Leicester in 1805, While 
aPpceadliad to a shoemaker he taught him- 
wolf Latin, Greek, Hobrew and French, 
When a young man he taught school and 
afterwards became a reporter.

The collision occurred near what is

“COMPETITION IN CHEESE 

Referring to the keen competition there 
has been in the cheese trade this season 
The Montreal Trade Bulletin says that 
notwithstanding the brisk consumptive 
demand in England for Canadian cheese, 
which has so far absorbed our production 
at good remunerative prices for farmers, 
thore is great complaint regarding the 
small profits that have as y.t recomponsed 
shippers for their trouble in handling and 
placing the goods on the other side owing 
to the keecness of competition, The ex- 
ports of cheese from this port during the 
present seison have already exceeded 
$3,600,000, in value, bus owing to exces- 
sive competition between exporters, much 
less than the usual proportion of this large 
suin has been left with exporters to recom- 
pense them for their trouble in finding a 
market forthe goods. Probably the re- 
duction in the profits of shippers has ina 
large measure or sen from ** short’ seling, 
soe of them having manifested t1o much 
anxiety to cover, and thus put up prices 
higher thaa there was any occasion for, 
causing some smart ‘osses. In the mean- 
time, however other shippers had to fill

Another of the candidates who has failed 
to win the approval of a constituency is 
Mr. Bennet Burleigh. Ho also is a news- 
paper man, having for several years done 
good work for The Duily Telegraph. Prior 
to this appointment he was altached to one 
of the news agencies, and came conspicu- 
ously to the front while acting as war 
correspondent in Egypt. Mr, Burleigh is 
4 patriotic Scotsman, with a burning desire 
to represent the land o' cakes in Parlin:

The qualifications of councillors in 
towns is reduced to $400 freehold or $800 
leasehold ; in townships to $200 freehold, 
or $400 leasehold. 

Loaseholds for a tern: of not lesa than 
6 years are to bo deemed owners for the 
municipal franehise, and persons assessed 
. for $200 or more in towns less than $8,000 
inhabitants, are now entitled to vote. The 
former minimun was $300, 

The day for resigning is limited to the 
nomination day and the day following, A 
voter may select forhimself only one of the 
prescribed forms of oath. ; 

Certified copies of documents in the 
custody of the clerk may be fyled in courts 
instead of the onginal. 

Auditors are required to make a report 
upon the condition and value of the 
securities given by the treasurer, the cash 
balance in his hands and whether im- 
mediately ayailable, The treasurer's 
bank account shallalso besubmitted to the 
auditors, 

The valuation for equalization may be 
extended by the county council fora further 
wriod of five years. 

Clerks are to receive a reasonable re- 
numeration for services under the ditches 
and watercourses act, and for copies of 
documents furnished. 

In voting on money by-laws a voter can 

yote ineach ward in which he has a 
yote, The power of granting a bonus for 
promoting any manufacture is with- 
drawn. 
A more definite procedure in relation 
to motions to quash by-laws is enacted, 
and the party applying is now required 
to give security for coststo the extent of 
himself in $60 and two securities in $50 
each, 

A magistrate is not disqualified from 
acting where, in case of conviction a fine, 
or part thereof, go to the municipality of 
which he is a ratepayer. 

Cities and towns may pass_ by-laws en- 
abling inspectors or chief constables, 
where a person is charged with being 
drunk, without being disorderly, in the 
case of a first or second offense, to dis- 
charge the offender without bringing him 
before a magistrate. 

Hawkers of watches, plated ware or 
silver ware are required to take out a ped- 
lar’s license.

To obtain some idea of the terrible or- 
deal which the prisoner in the dungeon 
has to underg», itis only necessary to 
know thatafter the third day, the man 
loses all appetite for the morsel of bread 
whch is givenas his days rations, He 
looks with loathing upon the only means 
of keeping life within his body and pre- 
fers to starve rather than eat it.. He 
wastes away in flesh and strength, until 
the most vicious thug becomes as man: 
ageable asa kitten. Upon his release 
the fear of future punishment of a similar 
nature, prompts him to #bey the rules of 
the prisonto the letter. Itis scarcely 
probable that he will be able to resume 
work immediately after his release, but he 
manifests the most earnest desire to work 
to the best of his ability as soon as he 
shall have recovered his lost strength. 

Some of those whom itis necessary to 
break in spirit by these means, are oc- 
casionlly irremediably broken down in 
health. Sometimes it happens that the 
man is carried from the dungeon to the 
hospital and his journey from there to the 
potter's field in Fitch avenue insure and 
swift. Many are the assaults which are 
happening weekly in the various shovs of 
the prison, and for which the prisoners 
receivesentences tothe dungeon for greater 
and lesser psriods. Phthisis pulmonalis 
is the favorite malady announced in the 
death certificate of these unfortunates who 
are carted out in the dismal walla to their 
list resting place. Starvation has never 
yet been been assigned as a reason, but 
the emaciated frame and reduced condition 
of the sufferer might oasily be mistaken for 
consumptiom, 

It is this method of treatment which is 
now being administered to Oliver Curtis 
Perry. How much longer his solitary 
incarceration will last, depends greatly up 
his mental and physical powers of endur- 
ance,

Though kuighted, five years ago, in recogni- 
tion of his services to the Eisteddfod, and 
though more recently appointed governor 
of Carnayon Castle—which he has largely 
restored—he cannot induce the Radicals of 
the principality to discard their convictions. 
Boing determined to procure a legislature 
of their own, they are sagacious enough to 
seo that this is more likely to be gained 
by the aggressiveness of Mr. George than 
by the slower, if safer, tactics of loss ardent 
men.

the right of expressing their verdict at 
the polls uninfluenced by bribory either 
Sidlesste or retail aad unhampered by 
disfrinchising gerrymander and so-called 
franchise acts. " 

As regards the trade question, the times 
aie great with change. Thata change is 
absolutely imperative is self-evident. The 
National Policy has comploetcly failed to 
justify its existence, a failure made sadly 
apparent by an exodus from our country 
that exceeds the immigration. Since the 
resulta of the census were 
made known, and since the 
effect of the VcKinley tariff on the price 
of our farm produce has become so dis- 
couraginly apparent, and since has be 

come manifest the blighting influence o 
our restricted market on the development 
of our mineral resources, the tory papers 
have Leengradually preparing the country 
for a big party somersault of some kind, 
Some of the slow moving ergansstill make 
spasmodic defences of the N. P., but piti- 
ably meaningless do their laudations of 
the old fraud seem in the face of temon- 
strated facts. The necessity of a change 
is, however, admitted by all except regu- 
larly subsidized organs of the Red Par'or. 

Both partiesthen agree onthe need 
fora change und the question is, what 
shallthe change be? The tories talk 
guardedly and tentatively of imperial 
federation and preferential duties within the 
empire, but while these remedies would be 
beneficial, yet they are out of our reach for 
very many years, prebably forever.

How to Ke soardors. : 

One of the most common employmenta of 
women isthe Keeping of boarders. Some 
make & success of it, and some do not, for 
various reasons, {n order to keep your 
boarders you should treat them well, and at 
the same time avoid putting yourself in debt 
for unnecessary expenditures, I cannot re- 
momber the time when we did not “take in 
boarders.” After coming to us they gener- 
ally remain until such time as they make 
homes of their own. Perhaps it might in- 
terest some to know how we treat them, 
To begin with, os regards meals, have 
your breads, meats, butter and coffee, of 
the first Gen , and if you must practice 
economy, let it be on some of the fancy aide 
dishes, and not on any of the staple foods. 

Do not salt, pepper, or season in any way, 
the various dishes, as all have not tastes 
alike, and it is best for every one to suit 
himself in these matters. Always serve all 
meals on individual plates, as this allows 
late comers to have their meals warm, and 
saves much grumbling. It is best to use 
individual sets for many other reasons which 
will be obvious to the boarding-house 
keeper. 

Show no partiality among your guests, 
and strive as far as possible to cater to in- 
dividual tastes, Vary the meals as much 
as possible, remembering, that though some 
dish may be very good cooked occasionally, 
it loses its charm by being too often repeat- 
ed. Let each boarder have a permanent 
seat ut the table, and make no changes 
when new ones arrive, but arrange a nsw 
seat for them. Gret offence is sometimes 
caused by changing the position of chairs at 
the table; let each one ‘have and hold” an

The Best Breed of Fowls 

I haye been asked many times, What 
breed do you recommend to 4 man starting 
in the business? I invariably say, The 
breed that suits you the best. As much 
depends upon the care you give the birds as 
upon the variety, Each breed of fowls 
have their good and poor qualities. Iam 
willing to tella man how my birds have 
done with me, but never try to cram it 
down & man’s throat that this or that var- 
iety is far above all other varieties. I sell 
people kinds they want and then they are 
satisfied. I breed altogether for fancy show 
birds, Ihave not the time nor room to do 
otherwise. I never force my birds to lay dur- 
ing the winter when eggs are high. I let 
nature takes its course and when the breed- 
ing season comes the vitality of the birds ia 
not all gone. In winter 1 give mornin, 
meal of hot mash of equal parts of meal, 
shorts and stale bread and broken crackers, 
and about twice each week a quarter part 
of ground meat or scraps. Mix it well and 
quite stiff and never soft or sloppy. About 
an hour before sundown I give whole grain, 
corn, oats and some whoat mixed. I heat 
it on yery cold days, 

In summer I mix the morning meal cold, 
I never give more at a meal than the birda 
will clean up, and then I always have them 
with good appetites and ready for their 
pedis a wiienia oedisie Reine arn alee oc 
days in summer I give a small feed of 
whole grain at noon, In winter I mix cut 
rowen with the mash once or twice a 
week. When confined, fowls like all kinds 
of veg..ables. If you so choose, give a 
small quantity of some kind of condimental 
food to ward off any disease. Always 
salt the mash about the same as vee 
house cooking. Many people give birds 
more mash than they will clean up and it is 
allowed to remain and get sour, thus caus- 
ing derangement of the stomach, and per- 
haps diarrhea. Canker is also brought on 
by sour mash and foul water. Feed as I 
have stated, give clean water in a clean 
dish, and provide good clean quarters, and 
yon success is sure. I always build my 
hen-house with no floor. If built on dry 
ground it will not be damp. It will not be 
a harbor for rats, In the fall I put 
sand and dry leaves in the pens; also put 
straw or ay in the pens. fa the Spring 1 


clean this all out and put on my garden, 
make « specialty of Partridge and Buff Co:

an alibi, and what was a mystery to the 
authorities here was tho determined efforts 
made in his behalf, both during the second 
and the last trial, by Chief of Police Me- 
Kinnon, of Hamilton, Ont, formerly of 
Bolleville, — The latter's peculiar position 
threw all other featuros of the case in the 
shade, Chief McKinnon testified strongly 
in Campbell's behalfp and left for home at 
threo o'clock yesterday afternoon, Just 
how near he came to being aforced visitor 
here, however, he probubly does not know ; 
but District Attorney Stevens can best 
answer the question of how narrow a 
shave he had from b ing arrested on the 
charge of perjury. 

At the last trial tho chief came here in 
prisoner's behalf, and testified that on the 
night of October Srd, which was the day 
preceding the thoftin the city, he was at 
Campbe'l’s house in Hamilton until after 

0 o'clock, so that it would have been im- 
possible for the defendant to have com- 
mitted the crime. According to the notes 
of the district attorney the chief testified 
at the last trial that he called at Camp- 
bell's house on September 28th, and again 
on October 3rd, for the purpose of having 
Campbell see a picture of the body ofa 
man who had been shot on September 
27th, and who, at the time of the shooting 
was supposed to have been a crook, 

NOT QUITE THE SAME, 


Yesterday, however, he testified to the 


all cases; first call on Oampbell, on Sept. 28th, in 


relation to the deid man’s identity, but 
when it came to testifying to the call of 
October 3rd he did not tell the same story 
which the district at-orney alleged he told 
at the previous trisl. Ifhe had _ tesvified 
as he was expected to he would, in all 
probability, hive siept in a Boston prison 
last night. Yesterday he said that his 
visit on October 3rd was noton account of 
the dead man, but because cf a tetiey he 
had received the day previous from a wo- 
man in Ohio, who had written to him 
thinking the dead man was her son, This 
spoiled the little ;Jan which was to trip up 
the Ontario policeman, The point in the 
matt r was t is, it MeKinnon had teat fied 
that on October 8rd he cvled on Oamp- 
hell or the purpose of indentifying the 
dead man he would haye been caught in a 
trap, for the Goveroment put on three 
witnasses—a brother of the dead man, the 
minister who preached his fanera) oration, 
and the undertaker who had buried him— 
to show that he had been identified and 
was in his grave four days before that. 
He told his story in a strai,htforward 
manner, and insisted that his statement 
made in his last testimony, that he went 
to see Campbell about “that man,” reter- 
red to the man mentioned in the letter, 
and not to the dead one. 
A CHANGE OF MIND. 

When the district attorney saw the 
turn affairshad taken he changed hia 
mind, The thyee witnesses who had been 
imported fiom Hamilton to demolish Mc- 
Kinnon’s story wore brought into court, 
but only the brother of the dead man and 
the undertaker were put on the stand. 
The testimony was the simple statement 
that the dead man referred to was buried 
on September 30th, and could not have 
been indentified by Campbel] on October 
Srd, The fight against the chief goes on, 
however, although the base of operations 
his been changed. He has departed from 
this city, andit is a question whether or 
not he will be indicted for perjury ; but 
there is no question but that he will meet 
with vigorous opposition at home, It is 
said that his action in coming to Boston 
has been strongly condemned in some 
quarters there by those who decline to ac- 
cept as truth his statement that he was 
actuated simply bya desire to save from 
possible conviction a man whom he knew 
to be innocent. His testimony at the two 
trials has been taken to Canada, where it 
will be compared, and any possible dis- 
crepancies used as a lever to oust him 
from office,

Whethor Johann Most will be landed in 
prison for complicity in the ferocious on:

At thin momont there is niuch to indiente 
thathe must have known such « orline way 
hoing planned, 

Anarchy has not made such « desperate 
sttempt to popularize itself since the Hnay- 
market riots in Chicago. Since that time 
anarehints have become convinced that they 
can't fight the American Goyornment fave 
to face, army to army, In this last effort 
to make themselves a power there is every 
reason to belleve that they deliberately 
loomed one of their number to almost cor 
tain dostruction in order that he inight kill 
that capitalist now most prominent in the 
eyes of the American poople.

Tho Applo Crop ; 
Information regarding the Canadian 
and United States apple crop is now com 
ing to band. A leading oxporter who has 
made a tour through the apple districts 
of Canada, writes to the effect. that there 
is a short yield in some sections ; but on 
the whole, he thinks that a fair avorage 
crop may be relied upon in Canada. The 
| same investigator, who is now in the 
United States, says that the crop of ap- 
ples in New York State, which promised 
such good rosults a short time ago, will 
now give only half an average yield, while 
a considerable portion otthe fruit is gaarl- 
edand spotted. Missouri, Kansas and 
the other Southern States are said to have 
crops much below the average. Still ac- 
cording to the trade Bulletin the Montreal 
market has already received three carloads 
of Southern States frait, the first lot 
bringing $5 to $5.50 per barrel ; a later 
report says that $4.60 to $3.00 were ruling 
rates.

At the last meeting of the city council 

a special committee consisting of Alds. 

Clarke, Wallbridge, Diamondand Fowe!l 

was appointed to negotiate with the man- 

agers of the Bell Telephone Co, toendeav- 
or to secure paymentfor the sole franchise 
ofthe streets of the city for telephone 
purposes, Last evening the committee 
met the managers and asa resuit of the 
conference these terms were agreed to : 
The city is to grant the company the ex- 
elusive use of the stree!s for tel phone 
purposes for ten years. For this the com- 
pany agree to give tae city the sum of $250 
ayearforthatterm. In addition they 
agree that wherever they erect 40 ft. poles 
they will reserve the top arm for the use 
of the city for fire alarm porposes should 
the city wish to adopt an electric fire 
alarm system. They also agree that they 
will adopt here allimprovements that may 
be made in telephone _ service. The 
manager also informed the committee 
that the company intended to make Belle- 
ville their central switch station in the 

Midland district if they can arrange with 

the Bridge Jo., oruna cable over the 

Bridge. Trenton and Kingston both ask- 

ed to be made the central station but the 

company thinks Belleville the best place. 

The company also intends to put a metal- 

lic circuit on their main line which will 

enable people in Belleville to talk to people 
in Detroit or Montreal as distinctly as to 
people in the city.

What the Death Watch Really Is, 
There is & more or less clearly defined 
thread of superstition running through the 
minds of most people, and not a few who 
have at various times been involuntary list- 
eners to the sound of unfamiliar tickings, 
especially during the hours of darkness, 
have been unable to prevent their imagina- 
tion leading them back to the stories told 
them in childhood of the dreaded omen of 
the tick of the death watch, which precedes 
# death inthe family, It is now well known 
that the ticking is produced by an insect, 
and a Parisian chemist has not only taken 
the trouble to investigate the subject thor- 
oughly, but has sent to a Paris paper two 
insects actually caught in the act of produo- 
ing the sounds alluded to, They were on 
the same sheet of packing paper (strong 
tarred papery but on the opposite 
sides and at a distance of about four inches 
apart, One struck forcibly with his head 
at the rate of six blows per second, and the 
insect on the lower side answered as soon ag 
the other had finished. The insoct isa tiny 
beetle, barely a quarter of an inch long. 
It is generally during the night that it pro- 
duces the ticking sounds, and in order to 
do so draws in the anteune and intermedi- 
ate legs, and, resting principally upon the 
medium legs, strikes its head aguinst ita 
support by sort of rocking motion. It is 
through this noise that the male calls the 
female. The larva of the insect lives in 
woodwork (framework, old furniture, ete.), 
which it gnaws in the interior without any- 
thing outside betraying its presence, A few 
weeks after it has been transformed to the 
alis state the perfect insect comes forth, 
and makes its exit from the wood by borin 
a ectly cylindrical hole in it, which 
thereafter shows that the wood has been at- 
and it is often mutilated to such o 
degree that it is virtually destroyed, A 
smaller species of the same genus works 
equal havoc not only with the wood, but 
with books, herbaria, natural history col- 
lections, cork, dry bread, crackers, eto, 
The deathwatch beetle has the invariable 
habit of feigning death when seized or dis. 
turbed. The simulation is so persistent 
that when immersed in wate: 
alcohol, the insect remains per 
movable, and will allow twolt to be burned 
alive rather than betray itwelf,

occasion of general rejoicing. The Leo's 
cargo was forwarded to the famine districts 
without delay, ‘The sermon solectod for 
this week is ontitled ‘The Soul's Crisis,” 
Sook yo the Lord 
while He may be found.” 

Isainh stands head and shoulders above 
the other Old Testament authors in vivid 
doscriptivencas of Christ. If the prophecies 
in regard to Christ might be called the 
“Oratorio of the Messiah,” the writing of 
Isaiah is the Hallelujah Chorus'” where all 
the batons wave and all the trumpets come 
in, Isaiah was not a man picked up out of 
insignificance by inspiration. Ho was known 
and honored. ‘Josephus, and Philo, and 
Sirach extolled him in their writings, What 
Paul was among the apostles, Isaiah was 
among the pope . 

My toxt finds him standing on a moun- 
tain’ of inspiration, looking out into the 
future, beholding Christ advancing and 
anxious that all men might know him; bis 
yoice rings down the agos:—"'Seek ye the 
Lord while He may be found. sO Oe 
some ono, ‘that was for olden times.” 0, 
my hearer. If you have travelled in other 
lands you have taken a circular fetter of 
crodit from some banking house in London, 
and in St. Petersburg, or Venice, or Rome, 
or Antwerp, or Brussels, or Paris, you fre 
sented that letter and got financial help 
immediately. And I want you to under- 
stand that the text, instead of being appro- 
priate for one age, for one land, is a cir- 
cular letter for all ages and for all lands, 
and wherever it is qprosented for help, the 
help comes :—‘‘Seek ye the Lord whilo He 
may be found. 

There are those who say: “I would like 
to become a Christian. have been wait- 
ing o good while for the right kind of influ. 
ence tocome,” and still you are waiting. 
You are wiser in worldly things than you 
are in religious things. And yet there are 
men who say they are waiting to get to 
Heaven—waiting, waiting, but not with in. 
telligent waiting, or they would get on 
board the line of Christian influences that 
would bear them into the kingdom of God, 

Now you know very well that to seek a 
thing is to search for it with earnest en. 
deayor. If you want to see a certain man 
in London and there isa matter of much 
money connected with your seeing him, and 
you cannot at first find him, you do not 
give up the search. You look in the di- 
rectory, but cannot find the name, you go 
in circles where you think, perhaps, he may 
mingle, and, having found the part of tho 
city where he lives, but perhaps not know- 
ing the street, you go through street after 
street, and from block to block, and you 
keep on searching for weeks and for 
months, 

You say:—‘‘It is a matter of £10,000 
whether I see him or not.” Othat men 
were as persistent in seeking Christ! Had 
yo one-half that persistence you would 
long ago have found Him who is the joy of 
the forgiven spirit We may pay our 
debts, we may attend church, we may re- 
lieve the poor, we may be public benefac. 
tors, and yet all our life disobey the toxt, | 
never see God, never gain heaven. O, that 
the spirit of God would help this. morning 
while I try to show you in carrying out 
the idea of my text, first, how to seek tho | 
Lord, and in the next place, when to seek 
Him. ‘Seek ye the Lord, while He may 
be found,” 

I remark, in the first place, you are to 
seck the Lord through earnest and believing 
prayer. God is not an autocrat or despot 
seated on # throne with his arms resting on 
brazen lions, and 9 sentinel pacing up and 
down at the foot of the throne. God is a 
father seated in a bower, waiting for His 
children to come and climb on His knee,and ; 

et His kiss, and His benediction, Prayer 
is the cup with which we go to the ‘foun- 
tain of living water,” and dip up refresh. 
ment for our thirsty soul. Grace does not 
come to the heart as we set a cask of water 
to catch the rain in the shower, It is a 
pulley fastened to the throne of God which 
wo pull, bringing the blessing. 

_ Prayer is a warm, ardent, pulsating exer- 
cise, is the ele battery which, 
touched, thrills to the throne of God!

The money was not sent 
and eight weeks ago young Greatrex went 
to Milvorton, found his father taking a walk 
with his sister-in-law and deliberately shot 
him dead. 

When arrested the parricide said : 

ae I had courage to shoot my father, but 
hadn't courage to shoot myself. Give me 
some prussic acid and I will take it.” 

At the trial, when the facts of the 
killing were put in evidence, several wit- 
nesses testified that there was insanity in 
the family of the prisoner's mother, and 
that he had been regarded as very eccentric 

The jury then adjudged the prisoner ia- 
sane, and the judge ordered him detained 
at the Queen's pleasure.
